HI literary anocestor of my friend Brad-

ford, who chats ro pleagantly every after-
fioon In the next eolumn but one to this, wis
& man of higtorie figure In any account of
American Journallsm or printing.  As already
I have mentioned the editor who first pub-
lished an evening paper In thia city, T now
want to call to your mind thoe man who
printed the first newspaper published in this
country south of Massachusetts.

This was Andrew Bradford, ths son of
Willldm Bradford, who was the frst printer
in Pennsyivania, nnd, for that matter, in the
Middle Colonies, Andrew was born in Phila-
delphin in 1886, the year his father lnsued the
first publication from his press,

Thero (& strong reason to believe that Will-
lain Bradford came Lo this country with Will-
fam Penn, and this 18 one of the things that
will be cleared up when my friend Albert
Cook Myera completes hld search for mate-
rinls for a lfe of the founder of Pennsylvinia.
Mr. Myers is now {n England, and is hard at
work gathering and copying letters and docu-
menta for his projected dofinitive edition of
the works of Penn. I have assumed that
ho will subsequently wrlte o life of Penn In
view of the immense amount of unknown
material e has already garnered from the
old families In this country and In England
and Iraland.

It is only fair to Mr. Myers te say that
he has not yet declared that he will do this,
but when I suggested it to him, he would not
deny thut such an ldea had come to him, also.

All the early Hradfords were men of dis-
tinetion, and held high position among thelr
fellow citigens here und in New York, but
today 1 want t talk about Andrew In par-
ticular,

FADERS of Franklin's “Autoblogruphy”

will get an impression of the man and
printer that probably 18 o little projudiced. T
have no doubt that Frafiklin intended to be
fuir to his rival In business, both as a printer
and ag a newspaper publisher, but he does
attempt to derlde both the subject matter
that appeared In Bradford's Weekly Mercury
and also the typography of that and the
other publications that came from Bradford's
Pross,

After the elder Bradford has been arresterd
for an indiscretion, by order of the Provin-
cinl Assembly, and his printing shop over-
hauled with the thoroughness of the old Hus-
slan Secret Police, the vietim declded to
shake the dust of Philudelphla and set up o
ghop In New York, where inducements had
heen mude to him by the Legislature. This
was In 1694, when his son Andrew was about
seven years of age. The boy afterward way
pinced in his father's shop and learned the
trade,

There was only a Hmited amount of print-
Ing to be obtalned in New York and the Brad-
fords got it. There was a little in New Jer-
soy, and they got that, too, but In the greater
city of Fhiladelphia and in the more promis-
ing province of Pennsylvania there was a lot
of trade that was golng to others, and the
Bradfords seem to have declded that Andrew
would better go to Phlladelphia and, on the
strength of the house, get the official and
other husiness,

So, In 1712, we find Andrew, now a man.
back In the city of his birth, opening o print-
ing house or, as lias been suggested, merely
taking over the shop which William Bradford
had left in the charge of Reiner Jensen.

At this time the only attempt to Issue n
newspaper in thls gountry had been promptly
suppressed in Boston. Thiz was the Nows-
Letter, o little half sheet that T helleve muade
its appearance once; for the publisher, hiav-
Ing had the audacity to comment upon the
characters of thoe assembly, it was promptly
closed up.

N THOSE days the llberty of the press had

not yet bieen regarded as a constitutional
right, and no printer dared moake the ven-
ture, However, in 1719 another Boston at-
tempt was mude, with the Boston Gozette.
The same yvear Andrew Bradford b osan the
publication of his Amerlcan Weekly Mer-
cury, and this was continued for many
years. The first number was issued on Tues-
day, December 22, 1719, the day after Boston's
Cigzette appeared. Among the reasons an-
nounced for the appearance of the paper was
the general one, “the encouragement of
trade*”

1t was a small four-page sheet, with a very
erude pleture of a posthoy ormamenting the
wings of the title, There was little of what
we now would call news, and for o long time
the only ottempt at literary embellishmont
wis occudional excerpts from some of the
English periodicals,

Although the elder Bradford renounced
hig membership in the Soclety of ¥Friends, the
Friends seem to have brought a great purt
of their printing to the younger Bradford
when he began here. He also Leecame the
printer to the province, and the so-called
Brodford Laws were all printed ot his shop.

Tho exact location of his office cannot be
lenrned, but {t seems to have heen at one
time ot the corner of Second street and
Black Horse alley, hestween Market and
Chestnut streets. Outside hung his slgn of
the Bilile,

NDHEW BRADFORD also was one of tha
Aearlleal postmasters of Philadelphia, I
not the fArst, and, of course, hils shop was the
postoffice,  Franklin was envious of hilm in
thls position, realizing that to Le postmuaster
und have the control of the posthoys was a
distinet ndvantage in the distribution of @
newspaper. How Franklin managed to get this
office and how he turned the tables on Hrad-
ford by bribing the postbhoys to neglect Hrad-
ford's Mercury and take care of his Gagzette
15 very charucteristlc of the grest philoso-
pher, who was not aill philunthropist where
busineas was concerned,

Bradford, who dled in 1742 published the
American Maguzine the previous year, the
publicatinn meking s uppearanes al_mut the
sama time that Franklin's muogazine ap-
peared.

That was another thne when Poor Richard
opposed his rival and defeated him.
